As a first step, Havlik, in 
poe of 1976, had a 
bulldozer equipped with 
ripping blades break up 
the ‘‘concrete” to a depth 
of eight inches.

California had experi- 
enced one winter of low 
rainfall, and a return to 
normal was anticipated.

Embryo-exec discovers ~ 


Why new enterprises — 
are coming to é 


EDITOR'S NOTE: A neophyte in the 
educational-publishing firm is the most 
recent of Albany's embryo entrepreneurs 
to discover that “this quite, urban com- 
munity is an ideal place” to establish a 
business, 

Here's the story as told —

ALBANY — Need a reli- 
able accountant, a good 
restaurant, a genuine an- 
tique store, or a fancy 
boutique? You can find it 
in Albany. Over the years, 
I’ve made numerous trips 
to Albany from the outly- 
wonte (Berkeley and El 
Sobrante) to get services 
and products found only in 
this little city by the Bay.

Simpler tax 
tables cut 


computations 


SAN FRANCISCO — 
New and simpler tax ta- 
bles have eliminated the 
numerous tax computa- 
tions of past years for mill- 
ions of taxpayers, the In- 
ternal Revenue Service 
said today. 

An estimated 95 percent 
of all northern California 
taxpayers will be able to 
use the new tables. No 
more than two computa- 
tions are necessary to de- 
termine income tax liabil- 
ity once the income has 
been totalled. The other 
four percent must prepare 
a Schedule TC contained in 
the tax package. 

Two computations are 
required for taxpayers who 
itemize deductions. Single 
persons making up to 
$20,000 and couples filing 
jointly with incomes up to 
$40,000 will have no figur- 
ing to perform if they take 
the zero bracket amount 
which replaces the old 
standard deduction. 

Since the zero bracket 
amount is based on filing 
Status, and not on income, 
millions of taxpayers who 
have never used Form 
1040A will be able to do so 
for the first time. This 
should enable them to pre- 

are their own returns, the 
RS said. The new zero 
bracket amount is $2,200 
for singles, $3,200 for 
couples filing joint returns, 
and $1,600 for married per- 
sons filing separately.

The Albany law requir- 
ing a permit be obtained to 
hold a garage sale seemed 
like an unnecessary intru- 
sion, but it is nothing com- 
pared to the latest City 
plan to control and license 
what you do in your home. 

February 23 I was vis- 
ited twice by an inves- 
tigator for the City of Al- 
bany and accused of hav- 
ing a business in my home 
without a license. I don’t 
have a business. I would 
like to have a business at 
some future date and 
applied for a Retail Sales 
License in December 1978 
with that in mind. 

The City of Albany gets 
a list of people holding re- 
tail sales licenses and re- 
quests them to get licensed 
whether they have a busi- 
ness in Albany or not. The 
Albany address on the Re- 
tail Sales license (what the 
state requires for a person 
to buy things wholesale) is 
sufficient to require get- 
ting an Albany Business 
License. 

I refused to-get either a 
permit or a license be- 
cause I don’t think I should 
have to do that to plan 
something. Other acts re- 
quiring a Home Use Per- 
mit and a Business License 
are: 

1) If you use your home 
or garage in Albany to 
store things to sell at some 
future date (i.e. the 
Alameda Flea Market, or 
at your store in another 
city). 

2) If you bring home any 
bookkeeping from your 
business in another city to 
do in your home in Albany, 
or store any of your files 
from your business, or any 
surplus stock. 

3) If you carry on any 
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activity in your home for 
which you may receive 
compensation, such as 
free-lance writing, 
teachers making up class 
outlines or grading papers. 

4) If you receive any 
mail at your home in Al- 
bany pertaining to a busi- 
ness, for instance having 
your PGE bills for your 
store in Oakland sent to 
our home in Albany, or 
the tax bill for your rental 
property in Tahoe sent to 
Albany. 

I feel this is an outrage- 
ous abridgement of my 
freedom to use my prop- 
ee as I choose, and a ter- 
rible invasion of privacy. A 
home use permit requires 
that your home ‘be in- 
spected periodically by the 
City of Albany and is sub- 
ject to their requirements. 

Does this bother anyone 
else? The Attorney for the 
City of Albany is still de- 
fining what is an isn’t a 
business in the home, but 
his definitions are not yet 
pene made public. Also, 
his deliberations are not 
open to the public.

Dear Sir: : 

I have a hobby which I 
very much enjoy pursuing. 
That hobby is sewing. I 
also use this craft to create 
dolls and toys. In addition 
to this, I teach doll making 
workshops in some of the 
local fabric shops. r 

In order to do this I find 
it desirable to make dolls 
for demonstration and dis- 

lay purposes. I frequently 
Find that I have made 
more dolls than I really 
need for demonstration 
and display, so I put them 
out on consignment to local 
speciality shops. I give 
them away (I have been 
giving five dolls each year 
to the KQED Auction) and 
I sell them on some occa- 
sions to friends. 

Since I do this, I feel that 
I am obligated to pay the 
sales tax. For this reason, 
I am in possession of a Sel- 
ler’s Permit issued by the 
State of California, board 
of Equalization. 

This last fact is what 
causes the problem. The 
City of Albany Department 
of Public Works claims 
that I have a home occupa- 
tion for which I should pay 
a license fee. That de- 

artment also seems to be- 
ieve that they have a right 
to inspect my home. Now I 
disagree and Ifeel that the 
ray ations and procedures 
re 


ating to this kind of 


thing be reviewed and re- 
vised. 

I have never at any time 
opened my home to the 
public in any way. (I even 

ave an unlisted tele- 
phone). I am not doing 
anything that could in any 
way be considered an un- 
usual activity for a home 
environment. What I do in 
my own home is my busi- 
ness and mine alone until I 
disturb the neighbors. 
Furthermore, I see the 
suggestion that my home 
be inspected an invasion of 
my pay aey and a violation 
of my civil rights. 

The City of Albany 
claims that I have a Home 
occupation; however, the 
U.S. Government does not 
consider me_ Self- 
Employed for the purpose 
of accruing Social Security 
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Benefits toward retirement 
because I have a profit of 
less than $400 per year. I 
consider that I have a 
hobby from which I occa- 
sionally earn a few dollars. 

My suggestions for revis- 
ing the procedures for re- 
viewing and licensing 
Home Occupations are as 
follows: 

1. Send out a Se ae 
naire to any party doin 
business for them to fi 
out and return, This 
should include informa- 
tion as to the volume of 
business, increased traf- 
fic and-or noise being 
created, and whether or 
not there is a hazard to 
the health of the public. 
This can be done by mail 
which is much less ex- 
pensive than sending out 
a person with a car that 
is the current method. 

2. If the activity that is 
taking place in the home 
does not create a distur- 
bance or health hazard, 
or advertise to the public 
then that individua 
should not be required to 
have a license to pursue 
such activity in his home. 
This would are to many 
people who take in typing 
pee who really should not 

ave to ask the city’s 
permission to do this. 

3. If the volume of busi- 
ness is under $1,000 per 
year or the total profit 
after payment of fees and 
licenses is under $400 per 
yee, that persons should 

e exempt from any 
licensing fees (Good 
Heavens! That amount 
won’t even Be the taxes 
on a modest home in Al- 
bany). 

These are just a few 
suggestions which I think 
would make the situation 
both more fair and more 
equitable than it now is. I 
hope the City Council will 
have time to consider this 
matter.
